The MARS ‘Message Center in Orlando has been accepting -- 
messages from the public for more than a year and a half, now, ana ~ 
we’ ve developed a few techniques that might be of use to any MARS 
operator who originates messages. 

Three premises: 

1. As the Tech Manual says, accuracy is the primary 
requirement in message handling. 

2. When teleprinters are used to relay long strings of messages . 


‘under real-life conditions, ‘‘hits’’ will knock-out or falsify letters 
‘rather frequently. 


3. Murphy guarantees that the ‘hits’ will be concentrated in - 


-critical groups, rather than such phrases as “HOW ARE YOU,” -° 


“FINE I HOPE,” and, ‘““LOVE MOM.” Hits will cluster where it ‘~ 
counts, so that the receiving party is told, ‘ARRIVING 3XXZOO Z -. 
MEET ME BUT FIRST PHONE MOTHER AT 30X82X2XXX. (For © 
any ‘‘X,’’ you may sustitute false and misleading characters: ) 2 

One way to forestall such errors is to spell out EVERY © 
CRITICAL PART. Don’t make it “PHONE 3056718842.”’ That’s ~ 
begging for a wipe out. Make it “PHONE THREE ZERO FIVE SIX, 
SEVEN ONE EIGHT EIGHT FOUR TWO.” A hit or twohere won’t ~ 
kill the message. Same with arrival times and critical addresses. 
Sure it uses more words, but our goal is accuracy before speed or ° 
compactness; better a shorter mssage that makes sense than a - 
useless message that beats out Western Union. 

It’s almost a matter of anticipation of the worst: you ask your- . 
self, “Where would a hit or a sleepy operator be likely to destroy 
the meaning or utility of this message?” Then you spell out that 
part. If anybody doesn’t understand why, ask him what would 
happen if we didn’t spell out ARL messages and somebody sent out 
“ARL 14” and it arrived as ‘“‘ARL 54.”’
